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Epperson to get new trial and new judge 


Case remanded in DUI murder accident

There were a few fireworks 
during last Wednesdays circuit 
court motion hour at the Powell 
County Courthouse. 

The family of a man convicted 
of manslaughter apparently did 
not like a decision by Powell 
Circuit Judge Frank Fletcher 
and now may have to wait a 
few additional weeks to see their 
case move forward. Fletcher 
removed himself from the case. 

Brian P Epperson was found 
guilty in January of 2013 after 
being tried for the Nov. 14, 2011 
death of Donald Tharpe. Tharpe 
died on impact when Eppersons 
truck crossed the centerline on 
Hardwicks Creek Road near 
Clay City causing a head on col¬ 
lision. A passenger in Tharpes 
truck, Constance Puckett, was 
injured and had to be flown out 
to the UK Medical Center. 

Epperson was indicted for 
DUI and murder, along with 
the assault charges on Puckett. 
But just before his trial was 
set to begin the court allowed 


Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald to amend the 
indictment. That amendment 
under a different subsection of 
the states DUI law, Eppersons 
appeal stated, moved the bur¬ 
den of proof from the state hav¬ 
ing to prove impairment to only 
proving that Epperson had sub¬ 
stances in his system that could 
impair him. 

After the first trial Eppersons 
attorney was quoted. “We plan to 
appeal,” David Ward told report¬ 
ers after the trial. “The prosecu¬ 
tion amended the indictment for 
DUI literally 30 minutes before 
the trial began. So we will have 
an appeal ready to file at the 
sentencing.” 

The appeals court agreed that 
the amendment “fundamentally 
altered the defenses strategy lit¬ 
erally on the eve of the trial.” The 
defense that Eppersons attorney 
had planned, under the amend¬ 
ed charge would have “resulted 
in an admission of guilt under 
the DUI statute,” the appeals 
court ruled. They also stated 
that it was the “very essence of 
prejudice”. 

Epperson, through his attor¬ 


ney, asked for a continuance 
after a jury had been selected 
and the trial was about to begin, 
according to the appeal motion. 
However, Powell Circuit Judge 


Frank Fletcher denied the 
motion. 

The appeals court ruled that 
they did not have any problem 
with the trial courts decision to 


amend the indictment, but that 
the court should have granted

CCPD/SPD team up 
to make drug arrest

Last Friday a joint effort of 
the Clay City and Stanton Police 
Departments, along with a U.S. 
Forest Service K-9 unit, led offi¬ 
cers to making a drug traffick¬ 
ing arrest. 

Clay City Police Chief James 
Kirk and Officer Billy Rice, 
along with assistance from 
Stanton Police Chief Kevin Neal, 
Lt. Arthur Lacy and Officer 
Donovan Crabtree went to a 
home at the Clay City Trailer 
Park. The area was former¬ 
ly known as the Potts Trailer 
Park. A U.S. Forest Service K-9 
Officer also assisted as the team 
served a search warrant on Brad 
Ingram. 

The search warrant was 
obtained after Chief Kirk, 
Officer Rice, and Stantons Lt. 
Lacy conducted an investigation 
into the sale of illegal drugs at 
the residence. Illegal drugs and 
money were found during the 
execution of the search warrant. 

Ingram, 20, from Clay City, 
was arrested and charged with 
trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance first degree. Up until this 
arrest Ingrams record has been 
minor, with just a couple of 
alcohol intoxication arrests and 
one case that had a menacing 
charge a few months ago.

Department once again thanks 
(the) Stanton Police for their 
assistance in taking down 
another drug dealer in Clay 
City,” a press release stated 
about the arrest. “When both 
departments can combine intel¬ 
ligence, equipment, and person¬ 
nel it becomes easier to take 
down drug dealers that are 
plaguing our communities.” 

Chief Kirk also had a state¬ 
ment. “The Clay City Police 
Department encourages its cit¬ 
izens to report suspicious activ¬ 
ity and tips into the sales of 
illegal drugs. You can do this by 
sending us a personal message, 
calling the department at 606- 
663-2224, or requesting to speak 
to an officer through dispatch 
at 606-663-4116,” was his state¬ 
ment that has also been posted 
on social media. “Your tip will 
remain strictly anonymous.”

Mobile meth lab found in Stanton

It seems like there is no end 
to it. A Powell County Deputy 
and Clay City Police Officer was 
trying to serve a warrant last 
Wednesday morning and came 
across another meth lab. But this 
one was mobile. 

Powell County Deputy Marty 
Tipton and Clay City Police 
Officer Billy Rice were attempt¬ 
ing to serve a warrant at Pine 
Creek Apartments in Stanton 
early that morning, Deputy 
Tipton and Officer Rice became 


suspicious of the activity around 
a nearby pickup truck. 

According to their report, 
“further investigation led to the 
discovery of a substantial inven¬ 
tory of methamphetamine pre¬ 
cursors in a mobile meth kit, 
finished meth, and drug para¬ 
phernalia.” 

It also led to two people, who 
are now facing drug charges. 

Dorothy Hill was arrested 
and charged with manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine, traf¬ 
ficking in controlled substances 
(methamphetamine), trafficking 
in controlled substances (drug 


unspecified), tampering with 
physical evidence and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia. 

Jody Conley, of Mount 
Sterling, was arrested and 
charged with manufacturing 
methamphetamine, possession 
of methamphetamine, tamper¬ 
ing with physical evidence and 
possession of drug parapherna¬ 
lia. 

Both were lodged in the Powell 
County Detention Center. It was 
the eighth meth lab situation 
that was busted in the past five 
weeks in Powell County.

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Clay City looking into water tank issue and sewer plant property

The Clay City Council had 
a few business items to take 
care of before they could fi¬ 
nalize plans for the Clay City 
Ice Cream Social scheduled 
for this Friday evening. From 
surveys of property to dealing 
with political signs and when 
they could officially go up, the 
council handled their business 
in just under an hour and half 
last Monday evening. 

The city had been dealing 
with a leaking water tower on 
Pompeii, just north of the. Ac¬ 
cording to Mayor James Cau¬ 
dill the problem is bad enough 
that based on professionals 
opinions who have looked at 
it, something needs to be done 
soon. 

The tank sits on property at 


the tip of Pompeii where the 
road splits. The water tower 
sits on a piece of property that 
the county purchased back in 
1977. But the city has an ease¬ 
ment from the county so they 
can service the tank. Accord¬ 
ing to surveyor Kevin Davis, 
the city would have to build a 
road since the county owns a 
30 foot path that leads to the 
land. The city currently uses 
a driveway between two res¬ 
idences near the tanks, with 
the owners permission. 

“Anything you need to do 
you would have to involve 
the county since they own the 
property,” Davis advised. 

Caudill told the council the 
tank is in dire “need of repair.” 
he also advised that he had 
been pricing alternatives and 
the repair. “I have one esti¬ 
mate that it would cost around 
the $175,000 price range to 


coat the inside and outside, 
and then repaint it.”, Caudill 
said. 

That would require the tank 
to be drained and the work 
would possibly take three to 
four months. “The city would 
still have water, but I’m not 
sure how much the pressure 
would be affected on Pom¬ 
peii,” Caudill added. No deci¬ 
sion was made as the council 
and mayor want to get more 
information on the situation 
and options. 

The council was also ad¬ 
vised that the old sewer plant 
survey was not fully complet¬ 
ed due to some problems with 
past records dealing with the 
boundary lines. The council 
has been concerned about 
the plant property becoming 
a dumping ground, as some 
people have already used it for 
that purpose. The police de¬ 


partment would like to fence it 
in and use it to hold impound¬ 
ed vehicles. The council be¬ 
lieves other equipment could 
also be kept a the location. 
The council will check into the 
matter more before making a 
decision. 

The council did vote to ap¬ 
prove allowing the police de¬ 
partment to become part of 
the Bluegrass Area Central 
Kentucky Unified Police Pro¬ 
tection Services or BACK- 
UPPS. The program allows 
departments who have joined 
the chance to help other com¬ 
munities and still have juris¬ 
dictional powers like arrest if 
needed while working in those 
areas. The officers would only 
have that authority of called 
into the area to help for an 
emergency. Officers from oth¬ 
er areas coming to Clay City 
would be treated the same and 


the officer’s department would 
be liable for their actions. 

Departments in Fayette, 
Clark, Montgomery and most 
of Central Kentucky have 
joined the program. The coun¬ 
cil voted 5-0, with the absence 
of Ralph Patrick, to approve 
joining the program. 

The council also voted to 
accept the audits from fiscal 
year that ended on June 30, 
2013. That means that the city 
is almost caught up with the 
current year. 

The council voted to ac¬ 
cept the parks and recreation 
boards recommendations of 
allowing a memorial softball 
tournament to be held at the 
city park on Sept. 20. They rec¬ 
ommended that Kandi Brewer 
be appointed to replace Eric 
Briscoe on the parks and rec¬ 
reation board. 

As for the ice cream social, 


the council voted unanimous¬ 
ly that no commercial booths, 
or for-profit organizations 
could set up inside the park 
during the event. That goes 
with a policy the council and 
board agreed to before youth 
softball and baseball season 
began to make sure that no 
commercial businesses set up 
inside the park. 

The council then addressed 
a question as to when political 
candidates could put up signs 
inside the city limits. The city 
and Stanton both passed sim¬ 
ilar ordinances four years ago 
dealing with the issue. Upon 
review the ordinance showed 
that political signs could go 
up 60 days before election day. 
That means that on Sept. 5 the 
signs could go up. The election 
is Nov. 4.

a continuance. The failure to 
do so coupled with the “courts 
inadequate justification for 
immediately proceeding with 
the trial constituted an abuse 
of discretion.” 

The appeals court remanded 
the case back for a new trial. 

Going against the normal 
rule of when a case has to 
be filed to be heard in court, 
Fletcher allowed the attor¬ 
ney’s for Epperson to file a late 
motion last Tuesday, the day 
before it was to be heard. The 
local court rule is for motions 
to be filed with the clerk’s of¬ 
fice by the Friday before the 
Wednesday motion hour. 

Eperson’s counsel asked the 
court to reconsider bond stat¬ 
ing that Epperson had already 
served over 900 days in jail 
and prison. He is currently in 
Blackburn Correctional fa¬ 
cility in Lexington. The attor¬ 
ney stated that Epperson had 
made every appearance before 
and there was no evidence that 
he would not make future ap¬ 
pearances. The defense stated 
that Epperson should be al¬ 
lowed to be released with his 


own signature. 

Fletcher asked exactly what 
the counsels thought was 
needed since the remand from 
the Court of Appeals did not 
list any specifics. The defense 
in the case should be treated 
like it was starting over. That 
would mean an arraignment 
would be needed. The prose¬ 
cution agreed and pointed out 
that Epperson should be pres¬ 
ent for arraignment. 

Fletcher ruled that he would 
take the bond issue under ad¬ 
visement and have Epperson 
moved to the Powell County 
Jail for a hearing on Sept. 3. 
That apparently did not sit 
well with Epperson’s family. At 
least one member, Epperson’s 
mother, stood up with a very 
disappointed look on her face 
and vigorously shook her head 
at the judge as the family be¬ 
gan to leave the courtroom. 

Fletcher stopped them and 
asked why she was behaving 
in such a manner. She did not 
answer and Fletcher called the 
family and the attorney to ap¬ 


proach his bench. 

When the family went be¬ 
fore the bench Fletcher asked 
why they had acted in a man¬ 
ner that was negative toward 
him. 

“I’ve tried to be fair and do 
what is right. Ask any attorney 
in here right now when the 
deadline to get a case heard is, 
they will tell you. Yet I allowed 
your attorney to file yesterday 
and I even answered his email 
within 10 minutes, did I not?,” 
Fletcher asked. The defense 
counsel agreed that he had. 

“Ask any attorney in here if 
their client should be present 
for an arraignment. Ask them, 
they will say they should,” 
Fletcher continued. “You all 
have done nothing but ques¬ 
tion this court from the very 
beginning. In every trial there 
is an attorney it seems that asks 
for a continuance. I usually 
rule no, but this one has been 
sent back. I’m trying to be fair 
because your son has consti¬ 
tutional rights that need to be 
protected. I want to be able to 
look him in the eye during the 
arraignment. There is a pro¬ 
cess we have to go through.” 

“We understand,” the de¬ 
fense attorney standing in for 
Epperson’s attorney David 
Ward, said. 

“You may, but your client’s 
don’t,” Fletcher answered. 

Fletcher continued, as the 
family never would answer his 
questions, “I have no preju¬ 
dice against you, I don’t even 
know you. I have no preju¬ 
dice against your son, I didn’t 
know him until this case. I 
have no political agenda, I’m 
unopposed this time and I’ve 
never had a political agenda 
in the case. But you all act like 
I’ve done something wrong to 
you.” 

The quiet courtroom lis¬ 
tened as Fletcher seem to be at 
wit’s end. 

“I’ll tell you what I’ll do. I’ll 
recuse myself from this case. 
You have your judge,” he add¬ 
ed. Epperson’s mother must 
have smiled as she could be 
heard saying “Thank you.” 

“I see your smiling now, but 
ma’am you may get a judge that

Brian Epperson after his trial in 2013 


will make you like me later on. 
But I’ll turn this over and let 
a special judge be appointed. 
I’m tired of being questioned 
by you all on every move and 
all I’ve tried to do was be fair.” 

Fletcher allowed the family 
to leave the courtroom, with 
smiles on their faces. 

Epperson’s other claims and 
appeals were denied by the 
appeals court. Epperson and 
Ward claimed that the denial 
of a motion to suppress tox¬ 
icology evidence and having 
equal protection under the

that the statute “does not pro¬ 
vide a blanket of immunity for 
those with a prescription.” 

At the original trial evidence 
suggested that there were sev¬ 
eral medications in Epperson’s 
system. The report showed 


that methadone, diazepam, 
oxycodone, nordiazapam and 
hydrocodone. The levels of the 
oxycodone, nordiazapam and 
hydrocodone were listed as 
in the low therapeutic range. 
There was no level for the 
methadone or diazepam. 

Chad Norfleet, from 
state police laboratory 
Frankfort, testified that 
controls used to make sure the 
test was correct could not be 
verified so the levels were not 
listed; however those medica¬ 
tions were in Epperson’s sys¬ 
tem. Norfleet said he did not 
list the levels to be fair to Ep¬ 
person in the case. 

Herald also pointed out at 
the trial that Epperson did 
not have prescriptions for the 
medications and that even his 
girlfriend who he had been 
living with for three years did 
not know he had been taking 
them. The only medication she 
was aware of was a cough syr¬ 
up Epperson was prescribed 
the day before the accident. 
That medication had a narcot¬ 
ic in it as well. 


Herald claimed that ther¬ 
apeutic levels did not matter 
because the experts had testi¬ 
fied, even the defense doctor, 
that the combination of med¬ 
ications would not be pre¬ 
scribed together and that they 
had a cumulative affect. 

The jury believed the prose¬ 
cution and found him guilty of 
manslaughter. 

The jury recommended a 
six year sentence. He was eligi¬ 
ble for parole after 14 months 
and was officially sentenced a 
month after the trial. 

Epperson did have a pa¬ 
role hearing on July 2, 2013, 
but he was deferred for 18 
months. That means he could 
be eligible for parole on Jan 1, 
2015. There is no timetable as 
to when a new trial would be 
held. 

According to court person¬ 
nel a new judge could be ap¬ 
pointed within two to three 
weeks, but there is no time¬ 
table as to when the case will 
be redocketed until a special 
judge is appointed. 


DUI law were both shot down 
by the appeals court. The court 
ruled that the subject of the 
toxicology reports or how 
the test were conducted were 
items that could be argued to 
the jury. That included how 
long the blood samples sat be¬ 
fore being tested and the fact 
that the expiration date on the 
test kit came into question. 

After the trial the Times was 
notified by law enforcement 
officials, who got the informa¬ 
tion from laboratory staff, that 
the expiration date was basi¬ 
cally a guideline as long as the 
tubes had not been compro¬ 
mised. As for the equal protec¬ 
tion Epperson tried to claim 
that people under a physicians 
care was treated unfairly under 
the DUI law and that there was 
a double standard. The court 
stated that they found “fault 
with every level of Epperson’s 
argument” on the subject and

Many may not realize that 
Congress had prayer today 
before they deliberated. In 
a typical workweek, Mon¬ 
day through Friday prayer 
is said every morning in the 
U. S. Senate and in the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 
Each House invites and pays 
a Christian minister to pray 
each day for a week that they 
are in session. Ministers ap¬ 
ply for this privilege and they 
come from every sector of 
the country This has been so 
since the 1st Congress in 1789 
some 225 years ago and will 
continue as long as we are a 
Christian nation. Such affirms 
our nation’s faith in God as Sovereign Lord of this nation. This 
honors the historic separation of Church and State as outlined 
in the 1st Amendment, but not the separation of God and State, 
which the Founders strongly opposed. 

The prayer giver this past week was Rev. Roger Spradlin, pastor 
of Valley Baptist Church in Bakersfield, California, representing 
a congregation of more than 8,000 followers. Prayers are similar 
requesting wisdom and courage. Spradlin prayed, “We acknowl¬ 
edge that our country is facing serious challenges, and that our 
world is in crisis. Give this body the courage that is necessary to 
lead” (Bakersfield Californian, August 1, 2014, p. 5). 

The tradition of prayer in government assemblies is long 
standing. The first recorded national prayer was given by Rev¬ 
erend Jacob Duche,’ Rector of Christ Church of Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, in the First Continental Congress Sept. 7, 1774,

even before the creation of the Articles of Confederation our first 
constitution and government. Notice the intensity of his appeal 
to God to help them obtain their freedom from British rule. 

“O Lord our Heavenly Father, high and mighty King of kings, 
and Lord of lords, who dost from thy throne behold all the dwell¬ 
ers on earth and reignest with power supreme and uncontrolled 
over all the Kingdoms, Empires and Governments; look down in 
mercy, we beseech Thee, on these our American States, who have 
fled to Thee from the rod of the oppressor and thrown themselves 
on Thy gracious protection, desiring to be henceforth dependent 
only on Thee. To Thee have they appealed for the righteousness 
of their cause; to Thee do they now look up for that countenance 
and support, which Thou alone canst give. Take them, therefore, 
Heavenly Father, under Thy nurturing care; give them wisdom 
in Council and valor in the field; defeat the malicious designs of 
our cruel adversaries; convince them of the unrighteousness of 
their Cause and if they persist in their sanguinary purposes, of 
own unerring justice, sounding in their hearts, constrain them to 
drop the weapons of war from their unnerved hands in the day 
of battle! 

“Be Thou present, O God of wisdom, and direct the councils of 
this honorable assembly; enable them to settle things on the best 
and surest foundation. That the scene of blood may be speedi¬ 
ly closed; that order, harmony and peace may be effectually re¬ 
stored, and truth and justice, religion and piety, prevail and flour¬ 
ish amongst the people. Preserve the health of their bodies and 
vigor of their minds; shower down on them and the millions they 
here represent, such temporal blessings as Thou seest expedient 
for them in this world and crown them with everlasting glory in 
the world to come. All this we ask in the name and through the 
merits of Jesus Christ, Thy Son and our Savior. Amen.” 

Even during the Constitutional Convention, prayer was refer¬ 
enced as a solution to the tension in the room on June 28,1787, 
when the patriarch of that assembly, Benjamin Franklin, stood

and said, addressing the Chair: “I have lived, Sir, a long time, and 
the longer I live, the more convincing proofs I see of this truth: 
that God Governs in the affairs of men. And if a sparrow cannot 
fall to the ground without his notice, is it probable that an empire 
can rise without his aid? 

“We have been assured, Sir, in the sacred writings, that except 
the Lord build the House they labour in vain that build it.’ I firmly 
believe this; and I also believe that without his concurring aid we 
shall succeed in this political building no better, than the Build¬ 
ers of Babel... I therefore beg leave to move—that henceforth 
prayers imploring the assistance of Heaven, and its blessings on 
our deliberations, be held in this Assembly every morning before 
we proceed to business, and that one or more of the Clergy of this 
City be requested to officiate in that Service.” 

Both House and Senate prayers are recorded daily in the Con¬ 
gressional Record. Some prayers give council and particulars, 
most are fairly generic and short. All ask for the assistance of 
Heaven. 

So Congress asked God for help in their deliberations, this 
time through the prayer of Reverend Roger Spradin. Good! May 
we never forget to do so!! It is the essence of our strength!!

50 years after a tragedy, a loving legacy lives on

Many residents of Powell 
County can tell you where 
the Stanton Airport is locat¬ 
ed. They can even tell you 
where the Mt. View Drive-In 
is at and probably several sto¬ 
ries about making trips there 
in their lifetime. But not too 
many can tell you about one of 
the men who helped to make 
them possible. That is because 
unfortunately the man who 
had ideas left this world way 
too early. 

Some may recall the old 
one-room school house on 
Cane Creek many years ago 
and the young teacher who 
helped them. She left the pro¬ 
fession to raise a family. Both 
loved their family and this 
county but was killed in a 
tragic accident 50 years ago. 
Hargus Denzil Faulkner and 
Virginia Martin Faulkner, may 
have been taken way too soon, 
but they have left a legacy. 

Denzil, as many called him, 
was killed in a head-on col¬ 
lision near the Cumberland 
Falls State Park on Aug. 16, 
1964. Faulkner and his family 
had gone to visit a relative who 
was reportedly sick with can¬ 
cer. After a side trip to the state 
park, an area he loved to visit, 
the accident occurred just four 
miles south of Corbin on U.S. 
25-W. 

Faulkner’s car was hit head- 
on by a vehicle driven by Dr. 
Ronald C. S. Young of Bir¬ 
mingham, Michigan. That 
couple died in the crash as 
well. The accident was a trag¬ 
edy in many ways. 

Faulkner, 37 at the time, his 
wife, Virginia Martin Faulk¬ 
ner, 42, and two of his four 
children that were in the car 
were killed. Lanna Kay Faulk¬ 
ner, an active 12 year old who 
was in 4-H and was like a sec¬ 
ond mom to her siblings, along 
with Ellis Faulkner, 5, the baby 
of the family, also passed away. 
Two other boys in the car, 
Denny, 15 at the time, and 
Charles, 7, survived but were 
both seriously injured. 

Following a hospital stay 
and some court discussions 
Denny and Charles stayed 
with their maternal grandpar¬ 
ents, Charles and Mattie Mar¬ 
tin. Both of them passed away 
when the youngest survivor, 
Charles, was still a teenager, 
lie was 15 when his grand¬ 
mother passed away and 17 
when his grandfather died. 

Tragedy seemed to plague 
the Faulkners. 

“I had a sister, Patsy Ann, 
who died when she was two 
years old,” Charles Faulkner 
remembers. “She had appar¬ 
ently got into some baby as¬ 
pirins and momma and dad¬ 
dy took her to the doctor. lie 
didn’t pump her stomach or 
nothing, but said she would 
be alright. She died when they 
got back home.” 

It would not be hard to be¬ 
lieve that facing such seem¬ 
ingly cruel events that the two 
boys who survived may take 
a path in life that may lead to 
other problems. But Charles 


and Denny went on to grad¬ 
uate high school and become 
hard workers both in their 
own right. 

Denny, helped to work with 
the state highway department 
and highway maintenance. 
He worked on projects as an 
engineer and in mapping for 
the state, and even worked at 
Rockwell for awhile. He fin¬ 
ished his working days, retir¬ 
ing, as a foreman for Hinkle 
Contracting. 

Charles, also worked for the 
state with the highway depart¬ 
ment. Since retiring from that 
he has built houses and run 
equipment on some jobs. Both 
were things he loved to do. 

Denzil was quite well known 
in the area. His generosity and 
smile were two things those 
who remember him brag 
about. He worked hard and 
had a lot of ideas. 

“He was very personable. 
Very outgoing and everyone 
liked him,” David Baker, the 
current owner of the Mt. View 
Drive-In and a cousin to Den¬ 
zil said. “Everybody knew him 
and liked him.” 

Baker also said that Den¬ 
zil loved to help people and 
even donated to help the high 
school athletic program on 
several occasions. 

“He used to have this old 
wallet that had a chain on it, 
you know the kind I’m talking 
about, and he would see Bill 
Orme, (the athletic director 
and basketball coach back 
then) and if the teams needed 
something, Bill told me once, 
that Denzil would just reach in 
that wallet and give him mon¬ 
ey to help,” Baker recalled. 
“I believe Bill told me that if 
Denzil had not been so gener¬ 
ous who knows if the athletic 
program would have been 
around. He just loved to help.” 

Denzil loved to fly and had 
his own plane. It was a 1946 
J-3 “Cub”. Since he loved to fly 
so much, he joined on when 
a group of men who wanted 
to open an airport at Stanton. 
He supported it and flew from 
there often. Until he was told 
he was too much of a dare¬ 
devil. So he made his own 
landing strip on his farm on 
Cane Creek and built his own 
hanger. 


“He was quite a daredevil. 
I’ve heard stories and David 
Lee (Baker) can tell you some, 
about how he would fly un¬ 
der the bridges on the Moun¬ 
tain Parkway and he was even 
known to touch the planes 
wheel down on the top of the 
drive-in concession stand,” 
Charles Faulkner recalled 
from the stories he was told. 

“I remember once my 
brother told me he took him 
up and they dipped down, 
touched the top of the con¬ 
cession stand and barely made 
it over the big screen. Daddy 
told my brother that Momma 
didn’t need to know every¬ 
thing they did when they were 
out. He liked to have fun from 
what I was told.” 

Faulkner even recalled sto¬ 
ries of his father taking peo¬ 
ple for a ride and when they 
landed they would be scared 
from the barrel rolls or under- 
the-bridge flights. The passen¬ 
ger may have been scared, but 
Denzil had a smile on his face. 

“He also had an idea about a 
drag strip, that was before we 
had one. He wanted to build 
one on the farm,” Charles re¬ 
calls his family telling him 
about it. “But I reckon Mom 
and Granny said they were not 
going to have all that noise up 
there.” 

“Yes, and he (Denzel) went 
and talked to Mr. Kennon 
about the idea, was my under¬ 
standing,” Baker quickly add¬ 
ed. The Kennon family now 
runs the Mt. Park Drag way in 
Clay City and have for the past 
51 years. 

But the drive-in is one leg¬ 
acy that may be fading away. 
Higher costs and newly re¬ 
quired equipment have made 
it hard to keep the drive-in 
open. But it was Denzil, Jack 
Kidd and J.M. Mahaffee who 
started the drive-in. 

“Those three got it going. 
Kidd was the county agricul¬ 
ture agent and I believe the 
state told him he could not be 
in a business venture like that, 
so Denzil bought his third,” 
Baker recalled. “I had come in 
from the military back in 1957 
and went to Cincinnati with 
Denzil to pick up some films. 
On the way back he talked me 
into buying a half share in the

Virginia Martin Faulkner 
was a school teacher 
until she decided to stay 
home and raise her fam¬ 
ily, according to her son 
Charles Faulkner.

drive-in. So when we got back 
we went straight to Beattyville 
where Mahaffee lived. I stayed 
in the car and Denzil went 
in. When he came out he had 
bought Mahaffee’s third too, 
so it was me and him with the 
drive-in.” 

Baker got to begin run¬ 
ning it in 1959. “He walked 
in one day said he was going 
to Florida and I could run it,” 
Baker said. “I never thought 
I’d be running a drive-in. I 
was working at a post office in 
Carlisle.” He’s been running it 
ever since. 

Denzil went to Florida for a 
short time and started a mo¬ 
bile home park there. 

“Daddy had a lot of ideas 
apparently,” Faulkner said. 

Faulkner’s mom, the former 
teacher, was not quite as much 
of a daredevil, he recalls. “She 
stayed at home with us kids 
and I can remember her al¬ 
ways being there. But she had 
some fun too.” 

Faulkner recalled a story his 
uncle, Teddy Martin, told him. 

“Mom was teaching at the 
school and she had her broth¬ 
er, my uncle Teddy, in the 
class. One day he was acting 
up and she told him she was 
going to get him if he didn’t 
stop,” Faulkner said. “Well 
Teddy said he kept it up and 
when she came after him 
he jumped out the window 
thinking she wouldn’t come 
after him. But she did. So he 
took off running thinking she 
wouldn’t chase, him but she 
did. Finally Teddy thought he 
would jump in the swimming 
hole in the creek and he did. 
Mom was right there, in the 
water pulling him up and tak¬ 
ing him back to the school. It 
had to be funny to see.” 

“The Lord has blessed me 



well. I had a fine family to raise 
me,” Faulkner said in looking 
back at his life so far. “I have 
a fine wife and five boys. I’m 
blessed. Especially with family 
like David Lee to watch over 
me.” 

They say time heals all 
wounds, but you may nev¬ 
er forget. Fifty years is a long 
time, but when you were there 
and you lost four members of 
your family, that never goes 
away. 

“I think about it everyday. 
It gets a little easier, but you 
never get over it,” Charles said. 
“You sit back and wonder what 
they have said or what would 
they have thought about this 
or that.” 

“You wonder how things 
may have been different,” Bak¬ 
er added. Baker and his family 
was invited to go on that trip 
and would have been in a sep¬ 
arate car. But something came 


up and they did not go. 

“I was raised by good grand¬ 
parents. I had my other grand¬ 
parents, my dad’s parents, 
Lydia and Cebert Faulkner. I 
was blessed,” Faulkner said. 
“But I still wonder what if and 
I do think of them everyday.” 

“I think I was blessed and 
touched the most when we 
got our first grandchild, a girl,” 
Faulkner said with a smile. 
“My son did me an honor and 
named her Lana Kay. That 
meant a lot.” 

Faulkner has shown that 
even when things seem to be 
at their worse, good things can 
still come out of them. A huge 
smile and new grandchild is 
just a part of the legacy that 
Denzil and Virginia Faulkner 
have left behind and Charles 
Faulkner has embraced.

The first lesson came soon 
after I started at the extension 
office, Mike had warned me 
that it may take a while for 
some of the farmers to warm 
up to me. This may be the one 
time that I can say that Mr. 
Reed has never been so wrong 
in his life. Not only did the 
farmers and really everyone 
affiliated with the extension 
office or its associations take 
me in as if I had been an active 
part of extension all alone but 
they really opened their hearts 
and became good friends of 
mine. 


The second lesson came 
from Family Consumer Sci¬ 
ences Agent Pam Dooley, as 
I helped her with the annual 
Homemakers Association. I 
can still hear her warning, that 
I am brave for helping out and 
that there is a good chance that 
I will be the only male there. I 
think she was concerned that 
I would feel out of place. In 
reality though I fit right in, I 
actually saw several familiar 
faces there, had a wonderful 
meal and made new acquain¬ 
tances. If any of you know 
Pam, she always awards small 
gifts to those that help her in 
the operations of that associa¬ 
tion. I didn’t get away with out 
being called out either. As she 
announced that the bravery 
award goes to Patrick McCoy 
I was genuinely surprised. 
My award was a plastic sher¬ 
iff badge and inside its plastic 
holder I was once again re¬ 
minded of Mike Reed’s pitiful 
photography skills as the terri¬ 
ble picture of yours truly that 
aired in this very paper at the 
beginning of my internship, 
stared back at me. Everyone at 
that meeting got a good laugh 
at that, and its really one of 
my fondest memories from 
this experience. So from this it 
was reinforced that going into 
any meeting or conference be 
prepared for a little embar¬ 
rassment and just have a good 
time. 

My third lesson is a culmi¬ 
nation of all of the events that 


the Powell County Livestock 
Producers Association hosted 
or endorsed. The lesson itself 
being that the members of this 
association are some of the 
hardest working individuals 
in our community. No mat¬ 
ter whether personal ailments 
or the rain put a damper on 
their moods, the members al¬ 
ways showed up with a smile 
and did what had to be done 
to keep things rolling. This 
group of hardworking ladies 
and gentlemen deserve a great 
thanks from myself as well as 
anyone that they have met at 
events throughout our com¬ 
munity. They truly have been 
a great help to extension in 
Powell County, even though 
some may still not know what 
extension is or what it does, 
most everyone here recognizes 
the livestock association, clad 
in their iconic blue shirts and 
a smile to go with it. 

The fourth lesson is some¬ 
thing I just observed. If you’re 
working in extension, you 
probably don’t have much 
room in your vehicle to haul 
stuff. This would be because 
you’re still carrying items from 
previous events or for the 
ones to come.

Well let me tell 
you, for what she does with 
these children in 4-H, Valerie 
Stewart deserves props. 

My last lesson was some¬ 
thing I knew to be true com¬ 
ing into this assignment. This 
lesson is the greatest one yet, 
extension agents, whether 
4-H, family Consumer Sci¬ 
ences or Agriculture and Nat¬ 
ural Resources, they all make 
daily sacrifices. Their sacrific¬ 
es may be small or great, and 
may range from a sacrifice of 
personal time, funds or op¬ 
timum health. Rain or shine 
they are at the office, out in 
the field, very seldom will you 
hear them say they had a lot of 
free time, even over a week¬ 
end. This past weekend itself 
is a prime example, where our 
county agriculture agent, Mike 
Reed gave up much of his 
weekend to help the Livestock 
Association with a fundraiser 
they took part in. For this rea¬ 
son and because of the value of 
the work they do, in relaying 
timely information, hosting 


events and organizing within 
the community, we should all 
extend a great thanks to our 
extension agents. 

As an aside to this article I 
also would like to personally 
thank Mike Reed for all that 
he has done for me during my 
time at the Powell County Ex¬ 
tension Office. I could not have 
asked for a better mentor. Yes, 


the work was hard, the hours 
long, but with his direction 
everything got completed con¬ 
cisely and in a timely manner. 
That in itself is a skill he taught 
me, that I am ever gracious for. 
So in closing, I hope you all re¬ 
alize everything the extension 
personnel do for you, hopeful¬ 
ly you appreciate their efforts 
as much as I do now. 


Ky Afield Outdoors: Reminders for Labor Day boating safety 


(With as many Powell Coun- 
tians who like to go to Cave 
Run Lake or Lake Cumberland 
during the final summer holi¬ 
day weekend , we thought this 
was a fitting column for you.

The Labor Day weekend is 
the last hurrah of the boating 
season. Boaters, kayakers and 
canoeists will swarm waters 
all over Kentucky during the 
holiday weekend, squeezing 
the last bit of fun out of what 
many consider the last week¬ 
end of summer. 

Boaters who plan to hit the 
water should keep in mind 
some important consider¬ 
ations before they launch their 
motor boat, canoe or kayak 
over the holiday weekend and 
the upcoming fall fishing sea¬ 
son. 

“There are more non-mo- 
torized boats, such as kayaks 
and canoes, on the water every 
day,” said Zac Campbell, boat¬ 
ing education coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Their low profile makes them 
easy to overlook by motor boat 
operators.” 

Sales of non-motorized 
boats, especially fishing kay¬ 


aks, rose dramatically over the 
past decade as more people 
found their low cost, simplic¬ 
ity of operation and ease of 
transport appealing. 

“A canoe or kayak has much 
less maneuverability to avoid 
danger than a motorized boat,” 
Campbell said. “Those using 
non-motorized boats should 
wear their lifejacket at all 
times while on the water.” 

Campbell also recom¬ 
mends canoeing or kayaking 
in a group as wakes from mo¬ 
tor boats can upset a canoe 
or kayak. “It is a good idea 
to bring a square, throwable 
personal floatation device to 
help friends in case of trouble,” 
Campbell said. “People in ca¬ 
noes and kayaks on our waters 
should stay close to shore and 
out of congested areas.” 

Boater’s fatigue is another 
challenge for boat operators. 
The combination of sun, dehy¬ 
dration and the movement of 
the boat along with the con¬ 
centration required to safely 
operate a boat takes its toll and 
can induce an almost trance¬ 
like state. 

“Stabilizing yourself while 
driving the boat requires en¬ 
ergy,” Campbell said. “The 
pounding your body takes 
while riding in a boat also 
drains energy.” 

These stressors dull the 
senses and slow the reaction 
time of someone operating a

boat. 

“When you add consum¬ 
ing alcohol on top of these 
other factors, it makes for a 
potentially dangerous situa¬ 
tion,” Campbell said. “Boat¬ 
er’s fatigue affects you without 
alcohol. Consuming alcohol 
makes it worse. Don’t con¬ 
sume alcohol if you plan to 
operate a boat.” 

Navigational buoys often 
cause confusion for boat op¬ 
erators, especially inexpe¬ 
rienced ones. “The red and 
green buoys mark the channel 
and keep boats from running 
aground in shallow areas,” 
Campbell said. “Buoys are the 
traffic signals on our water¬ 
ways and guide operators in a 
safe manner.” 

An easy to remember 
phrase, “red, right, returning,” 
helps boaters navigate these 
buoys correctly. When the 
boat is moving upstream on a 
river or up the lake (away from 
the dam) on a reservoir, keep 
the red navigation buoy on 
your right. 

The reverse is true when the 
boat is moving downstream 
on a river or down the lake (to¬ 
ward the dam) on a reservoir. 
Keep the green navigation 
buoy on your right: “red, right, 
returning.” 

“Other buoys must be 
obeyed as well,” Campbell said.

violating a no wake zone.” 

Buoys with a diamond in¬ 
dicate a hazard or underwa¬ 
ter obstruction while those 
with a crossed diamond mean 
the area is closed to boating. 
Buoys with a square relate 
non-regulatory information 
such as directions. 

Boaters should double check 
their boats for the required 
safety equipment such as a 
U.S. Coast Guard approved 
lifejacket in good working or¬ 
der and readily available for all 
occupants of the vessel. 


Persons under 12 years of 
age must wear their lifejacket 
at all times in the open por¬ 
tion of a boat that is underway. 
Boats operating on Kentucky 
waters must have a working 
fire extinguisher that is not 
expired located for immediate 
use and signaling devices such 
as a loud whistle or horn. All 
boats must also have a Type IV 
personal floatation device de¬ 
signed to be thrown such as a 
ring or a square that resembles 
a seat cushion. 

Keep these things in mind 


before hitting the water over 
the Labor Day weekend and 
during fishing season this fall.
